Cuba must soon cease. It seems-to be only} 


a question of time, Sickles, the United 
States minister to Spain, was instructed to 
offer the mediation of this Government, to 
pring the struggle to a close. The terms 
of the proposition, impartially considered, 
make about as cool a specimen of impu- 
dence as could be imagined. 

Spain is to acknowledge Caban inde- 
pendence, in other words, to own up thrash- 
ed. But she is to have some salve in the 
shape of a hundred millions of dollars as 
pay for her property. Slavery is to give 
up the ghost, fighting is to quit, and the 
American eagle is to see the amlable little 
pacification earried out, 

Spain pusillanimously accepts Yankec 
meddling with its affairs, but it wants a lit- 
tle different terms—-Cuba to lay down her 
arms and pay up for everything—Spain to 
pardon every bod y—universal suffrage to be 
decreed, so thatall, black and white, rag-tag 
and bobtai!l, Spanish and Cuban, (thus giv- 
ing room to import a saitable number of 
Spanish ballots) can vote on the question 
whether Cuba shall stay tied to her parent, 
or get of age, Wear long-tail coats, and run 
her own machine; while Uncle Sam is to 
stand bail for Cuba's paying up damages. 

This nice little amendment to the Yan- 
kee’s impudent proposition Grant has re- 
jected, and there is good reason to believe 
that the first terms, somewhat modified,will 
be accepted. 

The conduct of Spain shows her own 
fears of inability to trounce the truant 
back to school. The Gubaus have held 
their course well and boldly. General 
after General sent out to lead the Spanish 
forces has broken down. The Spanish 
troops are <lemoralized, and in every fight 
desert in numbers. Cespedes, the Cuban 
President, pursues the same masterly pol- 
iey with which he began. The latest dis- 
patches show a large Cuban victory. 

Spain has some little lingering rem- 
nants of sense. She would like tremen- 
dously well to hold on to her little boy, 
but if she can’t do it, she is not so far de- 
mented as to be insensible to a nice little 
money plum as a compensatioa for her fil- 
ialloss. That hundred miflions is far bet- 
ter than nothing, and will buy Serrano and 
Prim several jolly drinks. 

Inthe meantime, Uncle Sam hopes to 
advance the millions, get a mortgage on 
Cespedes, foreclose it, and galp down Cuba 
into his greedy maw something ‘after the 
fashion of the spider and thedly. 

By that*time the Southern States will 


have been pretty fully’ reconstructed, and 


Congress, with its hand in, will be ofit of a, 


reconstruction job. How timely,the ac- 
quisition of Cuba, thea! Poor Cuba! With 
the whole battery of Radical devilment 
turned loose on one little bit of a commone- 
wealth, what will be its fate? With the 
whole South to work on, Congress has 
hardly had a full play forits malice. But 
with its concentrated malignity rattling in 
one mighty focus on one skimty concern, 
notmuch larger than a good sized Georgia 
county. if the unfortunate Cubans don’t 
wish they were back in IsaBella’s fond em- 
brace, or even old Prim’s grim bib and 
tucker, we are much bamboozled.

Cozart, of the Stateof Mississippi, deceased, who 
departed this life before his father, the said Hub- 
bard W. Cozart. The said grand-child, Toccoa P. 
Cozart, through her guardian Robert Baugh, has 
filed her petition, against the said representatives 
of the estate of Hubbard W. Cezart, deccased, for 
settlement. The said administrators admit that 
they are ready to make a partial settlement with 
said guardian, but insist that certain promissory 
notesin their possession, amounting to $3,599 11, 
inclading interest, made by the said Wiley P. Go- 
zart, father of said grand-child, during his life 
time, and given to the said Hubbard W. Cozart, 
deceased, should te set-off against: the distribut- 
ive share of the said grand-child, the same not 
having been paid or accounted for, by the said 
Wiley P. Cozart curing his life time, and that his 
(the said Wiley’s) estate is insolvent. 

JUDGE PITTMAN, Ordinary, decides as follows: 

After hearing argument of counsel, and a care- 
ful examination of the authorities cited in the 
above stated exse, I am of the opinion, that un- 
der the laws of Georgia, as they now stand, the 
said notes, given by the said Wiley P. Cozart, de- 
ceased, to his father Hubbard W. Cozart, can not 
be off-set against the distributive share of the said 
grand-child Toccoa P. Cozart, Under our Code, 
(section 2447,) upon the death of an intestate, the 
title to real estate vests immediately in the heir 
at law, and the title to the heir is complete with- 
out scizin. The administrator should not sell 
the land unless it becomes necessary to do so for 
ihe payment of the debts of the esgate, or for the 
purpose of distribution, where it is not practica 
bie todivideit in kind. The title to all other 
property owned by the intestate, vests 
in the administrator for the benefit of the 
huirs and creditors Who is the heir at law of 
Hiubbard W.Cozart, deceased, his son Wiley P.

Every time | sprang up to remove the hose 
my tendér would give me the “ slack” of 
line, thus letting me fall back again. 
did not understand his duties, and did not 
know what my signals on the life-line 
meant. It was two hours and a half before 
I was relieved, and there wasn't a moment 
that [ was not looking to see the hose cut/ 6 
by the ragged wood. it’s a strange feeling 
you have down there. You go walking over 
a vessel, clambering up her sides, peering 
here and there, and the feeling that you are 
alone makes you nervous and uneasy. 
Sometimes a vessel sinks down so fairly 
that she stands upon her-bottom as trim 
and as neat as if she rode on the surface. 
Then you can go down into the cabin, up 
the shrouds, walk all over her, just as easily 
as a sailor could if she were still dashing 
away before the breeze. Only it seems so 
quiet, so tomb-like; there are no waves 
down there—only a swaying back and

ship. You hear nothing from above. The 
great fishes will come swimming about, 
rubbing their nose against hard glass, and 
staring with a wondering ook into your 
eyes. The very stillness sometimes gives 
life achill. You hear just a moaaing, wail- 
ing sound, like the last notes of an organ, 
and you can not help but think of dead 
men floating over and around you. 

I have been down especially to rescue the 
bodies of those drowned. About foir yeare 
ago the propellor Buckeye, belonging to 
the Northern Tr ansportation Company, 
went downin the river St. Lawrence, in 
seventy-eight feet of water,and it was 
known that a mother and child were asleep 
in their stateroom at the time of her sink- 
ing. ‘The father begged of me and offered 
mea good deal of money to take out the 
corpses, and though I dreaded the work, I 
at last consented. IL had been all over the 
wreck two or three times and knew just); 
where the stateroom was. The door was 
fast sactadl and I waited a good while be- 
fore bursting it open. 

Of course, a dead person couldn’t harm | 
you, but even in broad day. on shore. and 
with people around you, don’t you know 
that the sight and presence of a dead per- 
son brings up solemn thoughts and ner- 
vous feelings 3 2 Iknew how they would 
look, now they were floating around in the 
room, ant if the father hadn't been lookin 

so wretched above, there was no monty tv 
tempt mein there. But,at last,I got a 

crowbar from forwards, and, not letting 
myself think, gave the light doora blow 
that stove itin. The water came rushing 

out, the vessel just then lurched over to- 
ward my side, and out they came, the wo- 
man first, her eyes wide open and hair 
trailing behind, and in her left hand she | 
held the hand of the child. I knew how 
they would look, but I screamed out and 
jumped back.
